THE SENATE COMMITTEE WILL 
SOON BEGIN WORK. 


INQUIRY WILL BE THOROUGH. 


All the Parties Will Have a Chance to 
Tell All They Know 
About It.

WASHINGTON, D. C., Feb. 13.—The Sen- 
ate Committee. on Public Lands proposes 
to begin at an early date its investigation 
of the Perrine land grant. Under the reso- 
lution of Senator Pettigrew, adopted by the 
Senate to-day, either the full committee,. or 
a subcommnttée.to be na y Senator Du- 
bois of Idaho, chairman of the committee, 
may make the investigation. 

It is not yet determined which course will 
be adopted. In any event, the full history 
and record of the grant will be given to 
the Senate and to the public. Members of 
the committee, who will have charge of the 
investigation, which in its earliest stage 
must result in calling Secretary Francis 
of the Interior Department as a witness, 
do not care to go On record now as to the 
merits or demerits of the claim. 

“We don’t know,” said Senator Pettigrew, 
author of the resolution to investigate, 
“whether there is anything wrong in the 
grant. It can be settled satisfactorily by 
this investigation. Secretary Francis cgn 
come before the committee and make his 
statements, and in this way all the facts 
can be secured.’’ 

On the authority of a former employe of 
the Interior Department, who was in a po- 
sition to know all about this grant, it is 
stated to-night that Secretary Hoke Smith 
declined to pass favorably on the grant. It 
was backed by President Cleveland at that 
time, who, according to the story, insisted 
that the patent should be issued. Hoke 
Smith refused to have anything to do with 
it, which is said to have greatly incensed 
the Executive. 

Secretary Francis, Assistant Attorney 
General Lionberger and Land Commissioner 
Larnoreaux wiil be called to give their testi- 
mony before the Investigating Committee.

NEW SAFETY APPLIANCES. 


Helmets and Smoke-Shields for the 
New York Firemen.

NEW YORK, Feb. 13.—At a small fire to- 
day several novelties in appliances were 
brought into play by the fire department 
which may be introduced into other cities 
soon. The most interesting was the new 
aluminum helmet. Chief Bonner was 
greatly pleased, saying that they presented 
many advantages over the old leather ones 
in that they are much lighter. The old 
style often hecame heavy when soaked and 
the leather would stretch until the helmet 
dropped on the wearer’s ears. 

Another innovation was worn by the fire- 
men who handle the hose pipes nearest the 
scene of the fire.

Morgue-Keeper White Has Saved $50,- 
000 on a $600 a Year Salary.

NEW YORK, Feb. 13.—Albert N. White, 
on a salary of $600 a year as Morgue-keeper, 
is alleged to have made $50,000 in ten years. 
He is said to have trafficked in ‘dead 
bodies,”’ selling them to the hospitals at 
so much each, besides drawing a fixed sal- 
ary from several hospitals for “promoting 
work in the dissecting-room.” ‘ 

White’s conduct of the morgue has caused 


a grewsome sensation, especially among the 
poorer classes whose relatives often turn 
up there on a marble slab, and it is ex- 
plained that many a missing man has gone 
White’s route to the benefit of human kind, 

An investigation is on by the Charity 
Commissioners, and hospital authorities are 
being forced to tell on the witness stand 
how they dealt with White. Checks amount. 
ing to $3,000 were put in evidence to-day and 
it was shown that Mr. White received $1,000 
a year salary from Columbia Medical Schoof 
and was deriving a large income from vari- 
ous other colleges, including thte Woman's 
Medical, the Eclectic and Homeopathic. It 
was also shown that bodies were sold to 
museums and to Bowery men, who exhibited 
their ‘‘latest and greatest’’ method of em- 
balming. 


PEARS THE . PLAGUE 


Senator Vest Says Prompt Measures 
Must Be Taken to Prevent It 
Reaching T his Country,

SAM FOSTER IS APATHETIC.

Preparations for the Execution of Two 
of Bertram A. Atwater’s As- 
sassins at Clayton. 


The air of bravado which has distin- 
guished “Cottonhead” Schmidt since the 
murder of Bertram A. Atwater was con- 
spicuous by its absence when a Post-Dis- 
patch reporter called at the Clayton Jail 
last night. 

As the reporter and Jacob Roth, the cus- 
todian of the jail, passed through the 
heavy iron doors to the cells of the con- 
demned men a voice was heard repeating: 

“And whosoever believeth in Him should 
not perish, but have eternal life.”’ 

The voice came from  Cottonhead 
Schmiit’s cell. On the iron bunk the con- 
demned boy was lying, reading a Bible by 
the flickering light of a tallow candle. He 
was no longer the swaggering youth who 
saw himself in the Nght of a here, and he 
was glad a visitor had broken the monot- 
ony of his jail life. 

“How are you, ‘Cotton?’ was thé re- 
porter’s greeting. 
“All right, I guess; but what makes all 


you fellows call me ‘Cotton?’”* was the 
answer. : 

“That's what your friends call you, isn’t 
it?’ asked the newspaper man. 

The young criminal’s glance rested upon 
the floor and ‘his lips trembled as he said: 

Seems as though I ain’t got any friends 

now, except the old folks.’’ This was‘-the 
first time, in three interviews, that the 
young murderer was even civil in his speech 
or betrayed the least emotion. The prepa- 
ration of the gallows just outside the jail 
door evidently had the effect of bringing 
him to a realization of ‘his poet. and dur- 
ing the last two days he has been making 
an effort to make amends for his misdeeds 
by close application to the Bible. 
It is probable, however, that young 
Schmidt will die an unbeliever, unless some 
minister converts him between now and 
Tuesday. 

He said he did not know whether he be- 
lieved what he read or not. He had never 
been baptized, and did not know that he 
cared to be. 


Two cells away was Sam Foster, appar- 
ently as happy as could be. He was baptized 
in a bathtub Friday, and says he feels all 
the better for it. He spends his time read- 
ing a well-thumbed Bible, praying and sing- 
ing songs. He views the approaching exe- 
cuticn from a most philosophical stand- 
point, and smiles poeatentty as he says he 
supposes it will all be over soon. 

While Schmidt and Foster have been pre- 

ring themselves for the execution, Sheriff 

erth has been busy getting his part of the 
programme into working order. 

There is no scaffold in Clayton, nor will 
one be built. The jail is connected with the 
Court-house by a brick passageway leading 
to both the first and second floors. The 
passage has arches at the sides, but on the 
second floor these openings are secured by 
iron gratings. It is over the second floor of 
this passage that the prisoners are led from 
the jail to the court-room, and it has been 
dubbed the “Bridge of Sighs.’’ 

In the floor in the center of this bridge is 
a trap-door, which was used at two previous 
executions. Above it is an fron ring, to 
wh.ch the rope can be attached, a a was 
the work of but a few minutes for Sher:ff 
Kerth to get the trap into readiness Satur- 
day. He tried it several times, to see that it 
was in good working order, and then tested 
the ropes, which were procured several 
days before. 

At 8 o’clock this morning the death watch 
will be placed over the condemned men. 
The first two men to go on watch will be 
Frank Kramppe and Jesse Rudy. The watch 
will be relieved every eight hours, and the 
last watch will be stood by two of Sher-ff 
Kerth’s deputies. 

Monday morning Sheriff Kerth will have 
erected from the jail to the Court House, 
about twenty-five feet on each side of the 
“Bridge of S.ghs,’’ a board wall s.xteen feet 
high. The arches of the upper portion of 
the bridge will be covered with canvas, 
and in this manner the execution will be 
' lost to the view of the morbid crowd that 
always congregates on such occasions. At 
the same time it will allow ample room 
for 150 people about the scaffold. Sheriff 
Kerth will see that the space is not crowd- 
ed. He has had only 100 admission tickets 
printed. These have been § distributed 
among those who have expresred a desire 
to witness the execution. No tickets have 
been sent to the relatives of the condemned 
men, but they will be admitted without this 
formality. 


It has practically been decided that Cot- 
tonhead Schmidt ‘will be hanged first. 

Sheriff Kerth has taken this cue. from 
Judge Hirzel, who stated publicly Saturday 
that as Schmidt was the one whe planned 
the murder he should suffer punishment first, 
When the young murderer is brought. upon 
the scaffold Deputy Sheriff Albert Auten- 
rieth will draw the black cap over his head, 
Sheriff Kerth will adjust the noose and 
Deputy Sheriff John Osborn will spring the 
trap. Coroner Rouse, Dr. Castor of Clayton 
and Dr. Will of “Mehlville will be in attend- 
ance to notify the Sheriff when life is ex- 
tinct. The first execution will take place at 
7 o'clock Tuesday morning. 

Sheriff Kerth does not think there is any 
probability of Gov. Stephens interfering 
with the executions. 

Cottonhead Schmidt's father and mother 
have circulated a petition in behalf of their 
son, but have not met with success. Judge 
Hirzel and Sheriff merle and other county 
officers refused to sign.

RANDOLPH TUCKER. 


The Distinguished Virginia Lawyer 
and Educator Dead at the 
Age of 74.

LEXINGTON, Va., Feb. 13.—The Hon. 
John Randolph Tucker died at his home in 
this city this afternoon after a long illness 
resulting from age and complications. 
Judge Tucker was conscious to within a 
short whfle of his death and bade his rela-

Judge Tucker was born in Winchester, 
Va., in 1823. After securing an education 
in the very excellent schovis open to the 
aristocracy of Virginia in the early days 
he attended the University of Virginia, 
from which he was graduated with high 
honors. He then began the study of ‘law, 
in which profession his fathe> had won great 
renown, Three times Judga Tucker was 
elected Attorney Genera] of the State, and 
was later chief counsel for the B. & 9.

The Senator-Elect Had a Fainting 
Spell, but Recovered and 
Started South. 


CHICAGO, IIll., Feb. 13.—Wm. E. Mason, 
United States Senator-elect, was stricken ill 
at his residence, on Washington boulevard, 
at 2 o’clock this afternoon, and for a time 
serious results were apprehended. A num- 
ber of physicians were hastily summoned 
and it was at first thought that the seizure 
was of an epileptic nature. After working 
over the patient for some time the doctors 
decided that it was not apoplexy, but a se- 
vere fainting spell, brought on by nervous 
Strain and overwork. 

It had been for some time the intention 
of Mr. Mason to leave for the South to es- 
cape the importunities of politicians and se- 
cure much needed rest, and as svon as he 
came out of his fainting spell this after- 
noon he decided to start at once. He ac- 
cordingly made hurried arrangements for 
his departure and at 4 o’clock in the after- 
noon left by the Illinois Central for New 
Orleans. 

Last night Mr. *Mason attended the Lin- 
coln exercises at the Auditorium, where he 
made a brilliant speech. The fatigue at- 
tendant on this effort undoubtedly brought 
on the stroke.

fHE DEBATES THE LIVELIEST OF 
THE SESSION. 


THEY TOOK A WIDE RANGE. 


Republican Extravagance, Judge Shi- 
ras and the Income Tax, Mc- 
Kinley and Wildon Bills. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Feb. 13.—This has 
been a ficld day in the House. The sundry 
eivil appropriation bill was before that body 
for general debate. It was used as a basis 
for animadversions by the Democrats on 
the vast appropriations made by the Con- 
gress, which Mr. Sayers and Mr. Dockery 
estimated would aggregate $1,045,000,000. The 
latter paid a high tribute to Speaker Reed, 
and acquitted him of all responsibility ‘for 
the large appropriations. Once the gate was 
opened the debate naturally drifted into 

litics. The relative merits of the McKin- 
ey and Wilson bills as revenue producers 
mere attacked and defended, the income 
tax decision and Justice Shiras’ change of 
position came in for a share of attention 
and Mr. DeArmond of Missouri concluded 
the day with a brilliant plea for struggling 
Cuba, which won from the House shouts 

of approval. An intimation was made that 
there was to be an attempt to pass the sun- 
dry civil bill under the suspension of the 
rules on Monday, but Mr. Cannon, who has 
charge of the bill, denied this. There is evi- 

Wently a movement on foot, however, to 

thus dispose of the bill, but at present it 
peems to lack the strength to carry it. Some 
of the interests which were not taken care 
of by the bill desire to make their fight to 

overrule the committee on the floor. 


The House without preliminary business 
went into committee of the whole and re- 
ee the consideration of the sundry civil 

ill. 


Mr. Cannon, in charge, asked the unani- 
mous consent that the bill be considered as 


scribed the Democrats in the last campaign 
as seeking to avoid. responsibility for that 
law by getting behind a new. issue. But 
they were hoist on their petard and are 
now gues each other on every question 
on *s green earth. ‘ 


Mr. DeArmond (Dem.) of Missouri, tn dis- 
cussing the adequacy of the Wilson law, 
also criticised the Supreme Court's deci- 
sion, which he, as a lawyer, declared was 
not above just criticism. He said no one 
imagined when the law was passed that the 
ae tax would be declared unconstitu- 

onal. 

“Senator Hill, your great Democratic lead- 
er,”’ interrupted Mr. Hopkins (Rep.) of Illl- 
ree , sveraed you that it was unconstitu- 

onal.’’ 

“That statement is false,” replied Mr. 
De Armond. “Mr. Hill was not a_great 
Democratic leader. He is not now a Demo- 
crat leader at all, great or small.” (Ap- 
plause on Democratic side.) 

Proceeding, Mr. De Armond referred con- 
temptuously to the men who “had changed 
his mind in such a way that,the hand of 
the tax-gatherer had been lifted from 
wealth and had fallen again on poverty and 
trial.” Then he drifted into some comment 
of the growing power of the judiciary and 
the executive. which led to some remarks 
on the attitude of the government toward 
Cuba that produced several wild outbursts 
of applause from the members. 

He spoke of the fact that thé newspapers 
and every sort of information of Cuba told 
of the heroic struggie of that body of de- 
voted patriots for freedom. 

“Yet,” said he, “diplomacy prates of au- 
tonomy. Autonomy for the bird when the 
snake is ready to strike; autonomy for the 
lamb in the fangs of the wolf; autonomy 
when the maiden is at the stake and the 
fagots are burning. If it is right that we 
should interfere we should do so on the 
high ground that free men should aid free 
men in their struggle for freedom. We 
lured those people in this strugglé. Every 
breath that blew from these shores taught 
them to win their own freedom. Yet while 
American citizens are being shot down and 
American property is being destroyed, di- 
plomacy talks of autonomy. I had hoped 
this administration would respond to the 
swelling patriotism in this-country, and I 
still hope the incoming administration will 
do what this has failed to do, and there will 
be something after March 4 besides talk of 
autonomy.”’ . 


“What has become of the resolution we 
passed expressing the sentiment of Con- 
gres?’’ asked Mr. Grosvenor. 

“TI do not know,’’ responded Mr. De Ar- 
mond, “but I do know that there is enough 
patriotism in this body rising above party 
tO pass any measure that may be submit- 
ted to it which will advance Cuba’s cause.”

Mr. Cannon, sharply. 

A compromise was arranged, and the 
reading of the bill was dispensed with. It 
was agreed there should be five hours’ gen- 
eral debate, two and a half on each side. 

Mr. Cannon made the opening statement 
regarding the measure, It carried $50,6,- 
743, about $8,000,000 less than the estimates, 
and about $17,500,000 more than carried by 
the bill for the current year. The increase 
was extraordinary, but, he said, easy of 
explanation. Of the increase $15,531,000 was 
for river and harbor improvements author- 
ized to be placed under contract by the 
river and harbor bill of one year ago, and 
$1,620,120 for public buildings in the course 
of construction, and $709,300 for the expenses 
of the United States Courts.

@n aristocracy of wealth. 
_ We often think and say that changes 
in institutions come slowly. But this its 
the age of steam and electricity. In the 
meantime it is interesting to conjecture 
what Abraham Lincoln, whose trust was 
in the “plain people,” would think of a 
son of his engaged in the work of draw- 
ing the lines between the mushroom aris- 
tocracy of mushroom Chicago and the 
social sans culottes. 


MR. MOODY’S HEAVEN. 

Evangelist Moody is evidently a free 
lance in the theological world. He has 
Opinions of his own, which are not always 
orthodox, The other day, speaking in 
Carnegie Hall, he thus formulated his 
idea of what heaven will be like: 

You and I are hurrying to another world. 
This place, you know, is not our home. 
There is a brighter place for us if we want 
to go to it, And it’s a country like ours.

They furnished estimates (no 
doubt grossly exagg@rated) of the cost 
of their costumes. They furnished other 
personal details about themselves which 
they thought might pique the curiosity of 
newspaper readers.

DID IT TWICE. 


The Vesuvius Passes the Charleston 
Naval®Blockade at Will. 


CHARLESTON, 8S. C., Feb. 13.—The suc- 
cessful running of the blockade by the 
Vesuvius Thursday is to-day commanding 
the admiration of hundreds of Charlestoni- 
ans who ran the real blockade in war times 
thirty years ago. Her trip confirmed the 
belief that blockade running is still pos- 
sible, notwithstanding the developments of 
modern naval practice. 

To add to the discomfiture of the block- 
actually 
succeeded in repeating her feat last night. 
Under orders from Admiral! Bunce, the Ve- 
suvius early in the afternoon of yesterday 
left the squadron and steamed northward 
until she was lost to sight. From that mo- 
ment everybody on the fleet was on the 
alert. It was all in vain, for about mid- 
night a rocket went up close to the flagship 
and Admiral Bunce thus received notice 
that the little flyer was lying quietly at 
anchor alongside him, after having cut 
through the middle of the fleet of watchers. 

The Vesuvius will probably again play 
hide-and-seek with the squadron to-n ght, 
if conditions favor the attempt, 

Meanwhile the blockade line has_ been 
strengthened. The big battleship Massa- 
chusetts, sister ship to the Indiana, arrived 
at noon to-day from New York and was 
promptly placed on station and the monitor 
Amphitrite, which came to the city a few 
days ago, for coal, has gone outside the 
harbor and joined the fleet. 

It stands revealed to naval officers that 
the Vesuvius on hostile intent might easily 
have blown up some of the most formidable 
battleships in the fleet with her dynamite 
guns or with a torpedo outfit and if this is 
possible for the Vesuvius it will be much 
more so for one of the tiny and almost in- 
visible torpedo boats, not a third the size 
of the Vesuvius and 50 per cent faster. 

The cruiser Marblehead had been ordered 
to leave Charleston next week and it is un- 
derstood that she will go to the naval! sta- 
tion at Port Royal to repair the damages 
she sustained in the storm she encountered 
on the way down from Hampton Roads.

CHICAGO, Ill, Feb. 18.—The meeting of 
the Western Freight Association, which is 
to be held here next week, will be one of 
the most important meetings ever heli by 
that organization, and its very existence 
may depend on the outcome of the proceed- 
ings. The principal matter of discussion is 
the right of the Illinois Cen al to cut rates 
South of the Ohio River. e road claims 
that this traffic is entirely exempt from the 
association agreement and that it is at lib- 
erty to reduce rates or elevate them at its 
pleasure.

tween Chicago and New York were the 
outcome of the low rates to the Souch. The 
Illinois Central will not recede from the 
position that it has the right to make such 
rates it chooses in this part of its terri- 
tory, and if it is refused permission to make 
the rates it will in all probability pull out 
of the association. If it should pull out and 
make a fight against the association lines’ 
it will probably result in a war on grain 
rates. That will mean the practical dissolu- 
tion of the association.

The Legal Tender Bill Adopted by the 
Arkansas Legislature.

LITTLE ROCK, Ark., Feb. 13.—The House 
to-day, by a vote of 70 to 10, passed the sub- 
stitute gold contract bill presented by the 


Ways and Means Committee in place of the 
Butt bill, which was more stringent in its 
provisions, Th bill as passed is as follows: 

Sec. 1. Be it enacted, that from and after 
the passage of this act. the. legal tender 
currency and the gold and dilver coinage 
of the United States at the legal ratio shall 
be legal tender for the payment of all debts 
public and private, in this State, and al} 
contracts discriminating against either shall 
be inoperative as to such discrimination; 
provided, that this act shall not apply to 
contracts for the loan of money when the

WRIT OF ERROR DENIED. 


Physicians Sent by Stephens to Ex- 
amine Duestrow’s Condition Be- 
fore Granting a Reprieve. 


Although the time set for the execution 
of Arthur Duestrow is but forty-eight 
hours distant, the condemned murderer’s 
attorneys are still fighting Gesperately to 
save him from the hangman. 

Yesterday afternoon at 4 o’clock, on the 
third anniversary of his crime, the last pos- 
sible judicial move was made, so far as the 
Missouri Supreme Court is concerned. It 
met with defeat. 

An application was filed by ex-Gov. John- 
son and Charles P. Noland in Division No. 
2 of the Supreme Court for a writ of error 
under the provisions of a Federal statute. 
It was refused, thus shutting off all re- 
course in the State Court. 

The next possible step is an appeal to the 
United States Supreme Court, but there is 


no time left before the execution for the 
application of the necessary writ and the 
granting of a supersedeas to stay the exe- 
cution. Between Duestrow and death, 
therefore, there is only Gov. Stephens left. 
He has been appealed to for a reprieve in 
order that time may be given to take the 
case to Washington. Unless he grants it 
the rich young murderer will swing from 
the gallows Tuesday.

The three sisters, of whom Miss Belle Wis- 
dom was the youngest, inherited an im- 
mense fortune from their father. 

It was on a visit to Lexington four or five 
years ago that Miss Belle Wisdom met Mr. 
Bronston. It was just after she had -heen 
honored as the most beautiful woman at 
the Satellites’ Ball in Louisville. After that 
it was not long before Mr. Bronston began 
paying his court. He is a handsome man, of 
commanding presence, leonine head of 
bushy auburn hair, and a manner at once 
forceful and fascinating. Miss Wisdom soon 
learned to listen to him graciously and 
about eighteen months ago the engagement 
Was announced. 

The general respect in which Mr. Bron- 
ston was held, he having attained promi- 
nence by inherent worth rather than for- 
tuitous advantages, and Miss Wisdom’s 
popularity caused the announcement to be

This morning at 6 o’clock the death watch 
on Duestrow should begin, if the usual cus- 
tom in the matter of hangings were ob- 
served. This duty devolves upon the Sher'ff 
of Franklin County. Jailer Wagner ex- 
pected the Sheriff to arrive in the city last 
night and take his age to Union. Dues- 
trow was prepared for the trip. but the 
Franklin County offic.al did not show up. 

A Post-Dispatch reporter’ interviewed 
Duestrow in his cell about 7 o'clock. The 
double murderer was in a most cheerful 
mood, and when the reporter and Jailer 
Wagner approached him they were accord- 
ed a cheery greeting. 

He was dressed for hig journey. He wore 
a pair of dark trousers of good quality that 
had been recently pressed. His whitgshirt 
was scrupulously'clean. He wore a new 
turn-down collar and his black cravat was 
neatly, but carelessly, tied. His long black 
hair had been combed back and his beard 
faultlessly trimmed. He was very unlike 
the frightful pictures printed in some news- 
papers. 

The reporter approached Duestrow’s cell 
and bade him good evening, addressing him 
as Gen. Brandenburg. Duestrew respond- 
ed ne “ay eA contrary to his custom. 

“Well, General, you are all dressed 
ready for your =. I see,’’ said the report- 
er, ‘‘and you are looking well.’’ 

“Yes, and I am feeling well, too® thank 
you,” he replied. “I never felt better in my 
life. Yes, my duty calls me away from 8t. 
Louis, I do not know where I will go from 
here. I have been here for more than two 
years in my capacity as commander-in- 
chief of the United States Army. I will 
leave Lieut.-Col. Chas. P. Johnson in com- 
mand in my stead. I recently promoted 
him to the position of Lieutenant-Colonel. 
He is a fine man. I have also made James 
G. Blair a Colonel. 

‘‘Before I go I wish you would have that 
fellow Dreher taken to the Marine Hospi- 
tal. He does not get the right kind of treat- 
— here. He is certainly not in his right 
mind.’’ 

Asked it he were not going to Union he 
replied that he did not know where he was 
going.

‘Yes, it is more 
than two years since Duestrow died... I oc- 
cupy Duestrow’s mind, you see, and also his 
body, but he is dead in mind.”’ 

“Yes, Duestrow’s wife and child are also 
dead. They died.in mind at the same time 
Duestrow did.

of Public Improvements to 
Make a Change. 


The Committee on Streets of the Board of 
Public Improvements met yesterday and 
considered the complaint of Cook avenue 
residents against the present system of num- 
bering streets. There is a block west of 
Vandeventer avenue which is more than 2,000 
feet long. 

The present block system is based on the 
presumption that no block will be more 
than a thousand feet long. Twenty feet is 
allowed for each house number. That allows 
for an even hundred numbers. When the 
hundred were exhausted on Cook avenue, 
they begam with 3900A and when these were 
all used up 3900B was begun. There are also 
flats designated by A and B and great con- 
fusion resulted. 

The committee decided to amend the ordi- 
nance by allowing for blocks longer than 
1,000 feet and more than twenty feet for 
each number. Greater elasticity will also be 
provided for.

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RENEWED AGITATION OVER THE 
DUNN BILL. 


VOLUMES OF COMMENT MADE. 


Speculation Continues as to the 
“Strange Influence’’ That 
Killed the Bill. 


Bpecia) to the Post-Dispatch. 

JEFFERSON CITY, Mo., Feb. 13.—The 
fact that the Dung bill providing for a re- 
duction of street car fares in St. Louis dur- 
ing certain hours of the day was so mys- 
teriously slaughtered by the House Com- 
mittee on Internal Improveinents, has not 
ended agitation relative to cheuper fares 
for the working people. 

In fact, there is more valk about the Dunn 
bill now than ever before, and there is a 


well-defined effort to have the bill resus- 
citated, The St. Louis delegation, that is 
the majority of it, is opposed to che reduc- 
tion of street car fares during the hours 
when the working people travel, but it so 
pens that the St. Luuis detegation. is 
only a Small factor in the present House of 
Representatives, and there is a hope that 
the House wil insist on giving che Dunn 
bill a hearing. 
Representative Dyer is the leader of the 
movement to have the bill brougat before 
e House. He succeeded in having the 
bill ordered printed, and as sovit as the 
rinted copies are delivered to the House, 
r. Dyer will urge that it be placed on the 
calendar for engrossment. 


The House Commiftee on Internal Im- 
rovements is the center of attraction in 
egislative circles since it created such sur- 
rise by gilling the Dunn bill. And &atten- 
ion was all the more centered by the addi- 
tional notoriety that came of the public 
reading of the Post-Dispatch in the House 
yesterday morning, as told in these dis- 
Patches. In connect’on with the reading of 
the Post-Dispatch was a request, or rather 
@ demand, from the committee that Repre- 
sentative Dyer point out the members of 
the committee to whom he had reference in 
his remarks concerning the 
Slaughter of the bill. 

When Chairman Lee of the Committée on 
Internal Improvements arose and. stated 
that he had been ordered by a vote of his 
cemmittee at a session held the night pre- 
vious to ask the clerk to read the Post- 
Dispatch comment on the Dunn bill, there 
was a craning of necks and a general open- 
ing of ears. Everybody wanted to hear. 
The portion marked by Mr. Lee for reading 
was simply a statement to the effect that 
the Dunn bill was killed under suspicious 
circumstances, and also an interview in 
which Representative Dyer was quoted as 
Saying that he'could not understand how 
the committee had so suddenly changed its 
mind on the bill. Following this the Clerk 
also read an interview with Representative 
Hopkins of Atchison County, the substance 
of which was that in the opinion of Mr. 
Hopkins whenever a committee considers a 
bill and agrees to report it, there should 
be no reconsideration at the instance of an 
opposing force. In other words, he believes 
in making the first report final. 

Nobody denied the accuracy of the state- 
ments made in the Post-Dispatch except 
Representative Hall, who called attention 
to one gpd a ad namely: Mr. Hall pub- 
licly and vigorously denied the statement 
that Chairman Lee voted for the Dunn bill 
at the committee. meeting. The voting was 
done in executive gession, and the news- 
paper correspondents were promptly bared. 

owever, in justice to Mr. Lee, it may be 
stated that he suggested that there was no 
occasion for an executive session.

There is much speculation as to what 
Representative Dyer will say when he 
answers the demand for naming the “cer- 
ta'n’’ members of the committee whom he 
suspects of being influenced in the Dunn 
bill report: Mr. Dyer told the Post-Disnatch 
correspondent yesterday that he would cer- 
tainly respond to the demand made upon 
him, although he may not deem it neces- 
sary to call any names. Mr. Dyer is not 
one of the kind to act on the impulse of the 
moment. He remained perfectly calm yes- 
terday when his name was so prominently 
mentioned. but he declares quietly that he 
has no retraction to make and he thinks he 
can furnish a reply that will be somewhat 
interesting.

WHAT WAR MEANS 


Ex-Senator John B. Henderson Points 
a Lesson to the People of 
the United States. 


At a public meeting, held in the Grand 
Opera-house, Washington, on Jan. 26, to 
consider the subject of arbitration, Ex-Sen- 
ator John B. Henderson delivered a speech 
in which he warmly advocated the ratifica- 
tion of the Olney-Pauncefote treaty. Gen. 
James M. Lewis read the speech and wrote 
the ex-Senator, saying that he did not 
agree with it, but that, on the contrary, he 
favored recognizing the Cuban insurgents, 
and whipping Spain if she raised any ruc- 


tion about it, and also declaring a war 
against England and annexing Canada if 
any occasion for it should arise. On Sat- 
rder Gen. Lewis received a reply in which 
ex-Senator Henderson says: 

On receipt of your martial letter, I 
had just sent you a copy of my speech 
at the arbitration meeting. 

Ila nore? that you have become so 
terribly belligerent, I have frequent ap- 
plications from the insurgents, in Cuba 
for the aid of military officers from the 
United States; and if you are still so 
anxious to whip Spain, I am quite sure 
I can get you a Colonelcy or possibly a 
Brigadier-Ge ieralshi to start with, 
with most splendi opportunities in 
prospect. My sympathies are altogether 
with the Cubans, but I am entirely be- 

ond the military age; and as you are 
ust in the midst of it, I am perfectly 
willing to secure you a splendid oppor- 
tunity, with only one request, after in- 
dependence has been achieved; and that 
is, one of the large sugar plantations as 
near as convenient to Havana, so that I 
may make it a winter residence during 
my remaining years. 

“As to the war with England, of 
which you speak, I'am realiy afraid it 
would be an exceedingly short war. 
Our navy seems to be entirely destroyed 
by a little storm at Hatteras a few days 
nae while passing the Rip Raps to block- 

e Charleston Harbor. 

“Il am decidedly in favor of the ac- 
quisition of Canada, but I happen to 
have what I regard to be as the best 
possible inside information on this im- 
portent subject, and that is that when 

he United States and Canada shall 
agree upon a union, Great Britain will 
not object to the annexation. Hence it 
is that I have concluded that if we can 

et Canada for nothing, it is a great deal 
~ @ to have it without debt and pen- 
sions than with an expenditure of about 
six thousand million dollars, the destruc- 
tion of our cities by bombardment, the 
sinking of our beautiful ‘White Squad- 
ron,’ and the oppression of an enor- 
mous Federal debt which would last for 
the next two or three hundred years.

NEW YORK, Feb. 11—When a city spends 
$1,000,000 for amusement and only $6,000 for 
charity in the same seven days it must not 
be thought that charity is hopelessly below 
par.

Up to a late hour, however, 
none such has appeareg, but how much 
pleasanter it is to let your mind play in the 
sunlight of life than in the dreary dusk of 
discontent. Truth and facts were always 
hampered, and when it comes to discuss 
eave and poverty you need be fancy 
ree or not enjoy yourself. 

That was the logic of Mrs. Bradley Mar- 
tin when she planned her bal masque, and 
the success she made of it inclines one to 
the belief that after all one can do any- 
thing if his eyes are closed to everything 
else. Mrs. Martin saw only her grand tri- 
umph over all the women of America, and 
to accomplish that end what was_ the 
spending of a mere bagatelle of $350,000? 

Mrs. Martin is not alone in her extrava- 

ance, excusable extravagance it is to be 

oped tthe same is, though-men will ever 
differ on that point. The Arion Society ts 
equal to her, and in the sensuous beauty of 
its annual ball there was expended almost 
as much money. However, the effett on 
the public was different, almost beyond con- 
oer. 
or many years this society has spent 
from $150,000 to twice that sum on its balls, 
and no one has risen to object.

Twenty-Five Educated Americans Sail 
for South America.

NEW YORK, Feb. 13.—Twenty-five colo- 
nists sailed to-day on the steamer Vene- 
guela to make their homes on the Orinoco 
River jin the uncontested part of Venezuela 
The company has a concession for @ tract 


of land 125 by 90 miles, in the State of Boli- 
var. The concession originally embraced 
about 18,000,000 acres, of which about 3,000,000 
are in the territory now in dispute. The 
majority of those who sailed to-day have 
means and come from the Northwest. Many 
of them are from Faribault, Minn., where 
the officers of the Orinoco Company live. 

The first work of the party will be to 
build a hotel for 300 colonists at Santa Cata- | 
lina, the base ef operations, Every piece 
of timber for the hotel, ready to put into 
place, is carried on the steamer. A com- 
plete steam sawmill and three months’ sup- 
plies for a general store are also part of the 
outfit. The enterprise in which they are 
engaged is the first organized effort to colo- 
nize South America with citizens of the 
United States. 

The colonists are all exceptionally well 
educated and are members of different re- 
ligious denominations. One of the members 
is a physician. A clergyman is to follow 
on the next steamer.

IN HAVING IT DONE. 


THE STATUTES ARE TANGLED. 


St. Louis Lawyers Tell Why the Leg- 
islature Should Provide for a 
Revising Committee. 


The St. Louis Bar Association has taken 
steps to awaken the law-makers at Jeffer- 
son City to a realization of the importance 
of a measure now pending before the Gen- 
eral Assembly, providing for the appoint- 
ment by the Governor of a revising com- 
mittee of three lawyers, who shall do the 
work of revising the laws of the state for 
the 4th General Assembly. 


This measure is, in the eyes of practicing 
lawyers, as well as the judges of the vari- 
ous courts, the most important introduced 
during the present session. It has been 
presented at former sessions but has always 
wound up in a musty pigeon-hole in a 
committes room. Such seemed to be the 
fate in store for the bill this year, for the 
law-makers have been too busy with po- 
litical measures to give the revising com- 
mittee a great amount of time and thought. 

The members of the St. Louis Bar .As- 
sociation do not intend to allow the matter 
to pass without legislation, if they can 
prevent it. At a meeting held in the Mer- 
cantile Club last Wednesday night it was 
decided that no effort would be spared to 
procure the passage of the measure. The 
members of the association will lend their 
influence to the movement, and have ada- 
dressed communications to the leading at- 
torneys of the state, asking their co-opera- 
tion. In this manner each member of the 
assembly will be reached by a friend who 
has influence and whose integrity is not 
questioned by the member. 


The bill providing for a revising com- 
mission is not the creature of a moment. 
It has been talked of for years, and a 
similar measure was introduced two years 
ago. It was necessitated by the incongrui- 
ties and contradictions now existing in the 
statutes, as a result of the hurried revisions 
of past years. A revising session is held 
every ten years. It lasts but 120 days, and 
that is scarcely sufficient time to allow 
the members to read the statutes, There- 
fore they have fallen into the habit of taking 
the laws as they existed at the time of the 
last revising session, adding to them the 
laws emacted by later legislatures, and 
calling the sum total a revision. 

In this manner the etatutes have become 
somethnig fearful to contemplate. They 
fill two large volumes; contain frequent 
contradictions, and are a nightmare to the 
lawyer who has to delve into them, as the 
index is practically useless and the nota- 
tions of even less value. 

Therefore, it was thought that the best 
manner in which to secure a satisfactory 
revision would be to appoint a comm 'ssion 
of eminent lawyers and allow them to at- 
tend to the work. These men, with ample 
time at their disposal and a thorough knowl- 
edge of law, could prepare the statutes ing 
concise form, and submit them to the re- 
vising session of 1899. The commission could 
also prepare a proper index, and add to the 
various sections notations showing the 
construction placed upon the statute by the 
higher courts of the State, and references 
to cases in which the opinions were ren- 
dered. This, it was thought, would remove 
the difficulty previously experienced. 

It was in accordance with this idea that 
Senate bill No, 137 was introduced by Sen- 
ator Childers, Jan. 19, 1897. It provided for 
the commission, and contained such re- 
strictions as to make the body one that 
could hardly make an error in the compila- 
tion. It was th.s bil] that the St. Louis Bar 
Association wished to push, but since then 
a similar bill has been introduced in the 
Houge, and it is expected that it is upon 
this that the fight will be made. 

The measure, which is known as the sub- 
stitute for House bills Nos. 128 and 254, first 
sets forth that since the adoption of the

The general purpose of the bill ts to 
cause to be prepared between the time 
of its passage and the meeting of the 
revising session of the Legislature in 
1899, a thorough, annotated revision of 
all the statute laws of the State, by a 
commission of three skillful and experi- 
enced lawyers to be selected by the Gov- 
ernor, with the view of submitting such 
revision to the Legislature of for 
adoption, and of having it, when adopt- 
ed, published under the direction of the 
Commissioners. 

That a revision prepared in the man- 
ner proposed by this bill must be vastly 
superior to any that can possibly be 
made by the members or committees of 
the Legislature in the hurry and con- 
fusion of a short session of three or four 
months, is obvious to every one familiar 
with the nature of such work. Besides 
the benefits that will accrue from hav- 
ing the skill and learning of experienced 
lawyers applied in its preparation, there 
will be the advantage of sufficient time 
to carefully examine ana compare all 
the different statutes, to correct incon- 
sistencies and incongruities now exist- 
ing, to pare thorough annotations of 
the decisions of the courts bearing on 
the various sections, and to construct a 
full, rs spe ted and accurate index. 

Notwithstanding the evident advan- 
tages of such a measure, the association 
from information it thas received, fears 
that the Legislature will prove indiffer- 
ent to the bill, and refuse to pass it un- 
less urged thereto by public sentiment. 
It, therefore, appeals to ev member 
of the bar, to usé all means in his power, 
by correspondence, speech or petition, to 
ersuade any members of the General 

sembly, whom he may know or be able 
in any way to reach, of the benefits to 
be obtained by the naseege of this, or 
geome substantially similar bill, and 
thereby bring about the enactment of 
the same into law.

Secretary James A. Webb of the Bar As. 
sociation said: 
“I think every person having any occasion 
to use the statutes of Missouri will admit 
the present need of their careful revision. 
The revision of 1889 was fairly well done 
with the exception of two important feat- 
ures. First, the notes are almost worthless, 
because they are not thorough and because 
they often run together, covering several 
pages at the close of chapters. Second, the 
ndex is scarcely more than an outline of 
the contents. In fact, if the chapters cov- 
ering the different subjects were not ar- 
ranged alphabetically it would be almost 
impossible to find any eoeoume point of 
law contained in the two large volumns. Yet 
a glance at the names of the committeemen 
wha revised the Statutes in 1889 shows that 
the fault was not so much in the revisers 
as it was in the plan of revision. The 
entire work was done within 120 days, which 
was not adequate time for the mature con- 
sideration of the hundreds of intricate ques- 
tions which unavoidably arise in eas] 
statutes. The most competent and faithfu 
law writers could not, even with the great- 
est diligence, dispatch such an enormous 
task within a few months. I am not sur- 
prised that the Revised Statutes of 1889 
are replete with inconsistencies, improperly 
annotated and insufficiently indexed. The 
lawyers throughout the State and all public 
men who have given any thought to this 
matter realize that it will never do to con- 
found confusion by piling on all the stat- 
utes since 1889 without a better ‘plan of re- 
vision. Of the several bills which have been 
introduced into the Legislature I favor the 
substitute House bill, because it does not 
provide for the expenditure of more money 
than it appropriates, because it fixes a time 
when the commission shall end its labors 
and because it confers upon the commis- 
sion the proper latitude for the exercise of 
that discretion which any lawyer competent 
to serve upon the commisison would cer- 
tainly possess. I, therefore, prefer this bill 
to Senate -bill 137, which provides for ex- 
penditures which amount to over $40,000, 
while it appropriates only $30,000. This 
would certainly lead to another appropria- 
tion in 1899 to complete the work. Again,

Mr. ryden states. that in his 
opinion the bill is the most important that 
has been proposed for years, and should 
receive the support of each person inter- 
ested in the welfare of the state. ‘*There is 
not much to be said save that each lawyer 
in the state is in favor of the appointment 
of the Commission,” said Mr. Dryden 
Saturday. “They are the men who are 
most familiar with the laws, and who best 
know the needs of a concise revision. 

“Some have advanced the objection that 
it would not seem well for the present 
Assembly to pass a law providing that the 
work of the revising session should be 
done in advance; This should not stand 
in the way, as the work of the commission 
is done in the manner of suggestion. The 
Legislature approves the laws as revised, 
and becomes responsible for them. There- 
fore this- does not argue against the com- 
mission, and we should have it, by 


means.’ 


Attorney J. W. Folk said: 

“The present compilation of the Statutes 
of Missouri was prepared hastily, by mem- 
bers of the Legislature of 1889, and there are 
many inconsisten¢ies and imperfections in 
it. It is a mistake. to suppose that active 
practitioners are’ best qualified for such 
work.

GREECE RUNS 
THE BLOCKADE 


ARMS AND SUPPLIES LANDED 
FOR CRETAN INSURGENTS. 


SOLDIERS MAY ALSO LAND. 


Cretans Overrun the Island and Are 
Threatening the Import- 
ant Towns. 


CANBA, Feb. 13.—It ts reported here 
that the Greek torpedo flotilla, commanded 
by Prince George of Greece, which ar- 
rived here yesterday, has succeeded, in 
spite of the vigilance of the foreign war- 
ships, in landing, during the past night, a 
quantity of arms, 800 cases of ammunition 
and 300 cases of provisions, intended for the 
Cretan insurgents, who are gathered in large 

, Rumbers on the hill tops of this town. 

It is also stated that the Greek warships 
have the intention of landing a Greek com- 
pany of artillery, eighty Greek artillerymen 
and some guns... 

The Cretan insurgents after proclaiming 
their*independence of Turkcy and the union 
of Crete with Greece on Thursday, formed 
#@ provisional rovernment. 

The Cretans ‘Wre now in possession of a 
‘large part of the island, and are threatening 
_the important towns. The landing of the 
blue jackets and marines from the foreign 
feets is contemplated according to report. 

LONDON, Feb. 13.—All Europe is watch- 
ing the Cretan firework display with the 
greatest anxiety, as a spark may set all 
Europe ablaze. Everybody is agreed that 
the present moment is the most critical 
since the powers intervened in Turkish af- 
fairs. The daring action of Greece in send- 
ing Prince George with a torpedo flotilla to 
Crete has caused a tremendous flutter in 
the European Cabinets. Telegraphic dis- 
patches on the subject have been flying 
across the continent, between the different 
governments and their embassies. Unusual 
activity prevails at the British Foreign Of- 
fice. 
in rapid succession and the Marquis of 
Salisbury yesterday had a special interview 
with the Russian, Austrian and German 
Ambassadors. The importance of these 
conferences can be gauged by the fact 
that Count Von Hatzfeldt, the German Am- 
bassador, went to the Foreign Office, al- 
though he was in such feeble health that 
he was unable to meet the ex-Empress 
frederick on her arrival in London yester- 

day, and had to be carried up stairs at the 
Foreign Office. 

The Greek note to the Powers justifying 
the attitude of Greece towards Crete is 
couched in such stromg terms as to be re- 
garded in official circles here as almost 
tantamount to a declaration of war against 
Turkey. The note accused the Turkish 
tréops of siding with the Mussulmans, gaid 
that the Turkish reinforcements meant re- 
Mewal of atrocities against the Cretan 
Christians and concluded with saying that 
it was therefore incumbent upon Greece to 
prevent at ail costs the landing of rein- 
forcements not only out of sympathy with, 
but as a duty to the Greek population, 
which has just solemnly declared its deter- 
mination to accept nothing but union with 
the motherland. 

This menacing attitude towards Turkey is 
bold upon the part of King George, who has 
hitherto shown a moderate, pacific disposi- 
tion, and there is considerable speculation 


‘for the reason thereof. The opinion is ex.

upon the sypport of some influential persons 
and the tolerance of others, and indications 
point to Russia as her backer.

Governments fear that if Greece is allowed 
to annex the Cretan Islands, an eruption in 
the Balkans will occur and efforts will be 
made there to throw off the Turkish yoke. 
All the Balkan States except Roumania are 
ready to rise. Macedonia especially is eager 
to fly at the Turkish throat. Armes there, 
however, are comparatively scarce, al- 
though a quantity have been imported re- 
cently. Nevertheless, this will not prevent 
a rising if Greece is involved in war in Tur- 
key, and the whole peninsula will speedily 
be converted into a huge cockpit. This is 
the reason the Powers now oppose Greece’s 
annexing Crete until the whole scheme for 
the partition of Turkey is agreed upon by 
the Powers. Several foreign newspapers 
are already discussing the division of the 
spoils, and a French diplomat, the Comte io 4 
Chaudory, to-day, in an interview, says 
he thinks that the collapse of Turkey is 
how inevitable. Russia, he adds, will prob- 
ably take Armenia, France will get Syria 
and England will retain Egypt. 

Many of the continental papers accused 
Great Britain of inciting Greece; but they 
adduce little proof to establish. the allega- 
tion. The English papers generally sym- 
pathize with the Cretans, and urge the gov- 
ernment not to prevent the anexation of 
Crete by Greece. 

According to the Spectator, the Marquis of 
Salisbury dare not, in view of the feeling 
in Great Britain, join in coercing Greece. 
This journal says: ‘‘We do not believe there 
is any danger of it. But, in any case, the 
British people will not enter upon such a 
course of crime even to preserve the Euro- 
pean concert or European peace. WHvrror 
of the Sultan has gone into their very 
souls.’’

NEW YORK, Feb. 13.—A special cable to 
the Evening Post from London says: 

Prince George of Greece is the hero of the 
hour. Dr. Jameson’s raid of last year made 
him the darling of the London music halls 
for the season. The bold attempt of this 
giant Greek sailor Prince to save Crete 
from Turkish marauders has won much 
wider applause and stirred the most peace- 
loving of Englishmen to an enthusiasm 
hardly less than that of the Greeks them- 
selves. The general belief is that the Greek 
popular frenzy against the Turkish bar- 
barities towards Cretan Christians forced 
the hand even of the monarch who for so 
long has kept Greek excitement under re- 
straint. 

King George, moreover, relies upon close 
kinship and family affection to secure Rus- 
sian sympathy. His sister is the Dowager 
Empress of Russia, while the strong arm 
of Prince George alone saved the young 
Czar from murder at the hands of an in- 
sane policeman during his Japanese tour. 
Certainly it is noteworthy that while tele- 
grams from Paris, Berlin and Vienna speak 
of official threats and entreaties to Greece 
to keep the peace at any sacrifice, no word 
comes from St. Petersburg. 

Official England, of course, shakes its 
finger ominously at Greece, but a large sec- 
tion of people, not confined to Liberal cir- 
cles, would gladly see Prince George persist 
and fire upon the first Turkish transport 
landing scldiers in Crete, 


PARIS, Feb. 13.—The Gaulois to-day, re- 
ferring to the Cretan question, asserts that 
when the King of Greece wag in Paris, in 
November last, he informed the French 
Government that, being no longer able to 
resist the aspirations of the Greek people, 
and being aware of the unfriendly disposi- 
tion of Russia, he was compelled to draw 
closer to Great Britain and Austria. 

The Gaulois also declared that a sensation 
has been caused in diplomatic circles on re- 
ceipt of a report that Emperor William of 
Germany yesterday announced his adhesion 
to the policy of Frange and Russia in the 
East. This has, however, led the Gaulois 
to warn Germany that France will not lose 
sight of the question of Alsace-Loraine. 


BOSTON, Mass., Feb. 13.—The Journal this 
afternoon prints an interview with the Greek 
Consul here, Timayents, concerning the pos- 
sible unpleasantness between his home gov- 
ernment and that of Turkey. Mr. Timayenis 
said: “It is not a new question. It was 
urged twenty-five years ago in a revolution; 
and just when the thing was at its most 
successful point, the other nations stepped 
in and the independence of Crete was not 
gained.”’ 

When asked how the other big European 
nations will be likely to act, Mr. Timayenis 
said: “I think all but Austria will be friend. 
ly toward Greece.” 

When asked particularly about England's 
attitude, he said: “I think if Greece be 
allowed to fight it out, Crete will be free. 
Crete does not want any more reforms; she 
wants independence, with Grecian help.”

SRLF-PROTRCTION 


The Illinois Valley Association Meets 
and Takes Action Concerning 
the Drainage Canal. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

PEORIA, Ill., Feb. 13.—The executive com- 
mittee of the Illinois Valley Association, 
the organization of river towns to pro- 
tect their interests in the Chicago drainage 
matter, met here to-day. Lyman J. Cooley 
of Chicago, who is representing the Drain- 
age Board before the Legislature, was pres- 
ent, and the proposed amendments to the 
drainage law were talked over. The com- 
mittee finally decided to oppose everything 
asked for by the Drainage Board except the 
right to increase the taxes. 

The amendments proposed by the Judic- 
iary Committee of the Association will be 
insisted upon. They demand swing bridges, 
and propose to so amend the law as to regu- 
late the flow of water after the 300,000 cubic 
feet is first let tn, to cover the increased 
population of Chicago. The law, as it now 
stands on the books, provides that for every 
100,000 population, 20,000 additional cubic feet 
of water per minute will be provided, and 
there is no law now to compel the city of 
Chicago to enlarge the flow of water.

_ Francis L. Ferguson, D. D., Presbyterian: 
“The subject is one upon which it is safe to 
maintain a large reserve of opinion. Deathbed 
repentance, judged by the cases which es- 
cape death at the last moment, are almost 
without exception insincere. A dying. per- 
son is not in a position to take a calm view 
of his end. He is moved more by fear than 
by love. His feeling is essentially a selfish 
one; and salvation is supremely unselfish. 
This condition would be intensified in the 
case of the condemned murderer. But we 
believe in the largest hope. The gate of 
heaven is never shut against the penitnent 
sinner. Only one thing is certain, and that 
is, that he carnot go red-handed into heaven, 
If he gets there it must be through the blood 
of Jesus Christ. Let us hope that many & 
gallows confession is genuine.” 

W. W. Boyd, D. D., Baptist: “T regard the 
profession of religion by a condemned mus~ 
derer, generally speaking, in the same way 
that I regard ordinary cases of death-bed 
repentance—with much doubt. A great Lon- 
don, physician who had witnessed a great 
many cases of people professing religion 
when they believed they were dying, testi- 
fied that of those who afterward recovered 
only a very small per cent remained re- 
ligjous, thus demonstrating that the ma- 
jority were influenced wholly by fear, and 
not by a godly sorrow for sin. I believe 
however, that it is possible to be penitent 
@t sucha time.” 

James H. Garrison, D. D., Christian: 
“The pardon extended by Christ to the 
thief on the cross shows that mercy may 
be extended at the last if penitence exists; 
but the great question of doubt is whether 
a genuine repentance exists in such cases. 
Salvation in its highest sense is character, 
and character is not the product of a few’ 
moments’ remorse. However, the founda- 
tion of it may be laid in a single act of 
sincere repentance, and it is possible for 
such an act to take place in view of the 
scaffold. But the probabilities are against 
it. Statistics, as far as they can be known, 
are against the genuineness of repentance 
in such cases.”’ 

Rev. S. J. Niccolls, D. D., Presbyterian: 
“T can, of course, pass no Judgment upon 
any specific case. I know nothing of these 
men who are soon to be executed here. I 
can only say, in a general Way, that I am 
always glad to see any man, no matter how 
great a sinner he may be, profess penitence 
and confess his faith in Christ. At the 
same time such a profession, made in the 
shadow of death, is a very poor testimony 
to the power of the Gospel of Christ to re- 
form the lives and characters of men and 
lead them intc a new life.” 

Rev. J. C. Armstrong, Baptist: “If their 
repentance and faith are genuine they will 
be saved, though they come to God in their 
last hours. An earthly father can find a 
place In his heart and his home for the 
wayward but repentant child, and ow: 
Heavenly Father is surely not less loving 
and merciful. However, a condemned mur- 
derer is surrounded by peculiar circum. 
stances, and fear is apt to impel them to 
a pseudo repentance, which is self-decep- 
tive.”’ 


Rev. J. W. Allen, Presbyterian: “I believe 
it possible for a man to be saved by turning 
to God, even in the houk of death, but I 
have grave doubts of the genuineness of 
conversions made in the shadow of death. 
Men should prepare themselves for death 
while they are uninfluenced by the fear 
of approaching death.” 

A Catholic priest, who withheld his name: 
“Certainly, a man may be saved, even in 
the last hour,. by contrition. The church 
teaches that there are two knds of con- 
trition—perfect and imperfect. Perfect con- 
trition is a sorrow for sin and a repentance 
caused by the fact that we have disobeyed 
God, This is sufficient for salvation, even 
without confession. Imperfect contrition is 
a profession of religion solely to escape the 
pains of hell, and this becomes perfect 
contrition through confession.

HE MYSTERY OF D. F. OBEY’S 
- DEATH SOLVED. 


AN -ASSASSIN’S CONFESSION. 


John Hoard Tells How His Accomplice 
Shot an Insurance Solicitor 
in the Back. 


On the morning: of June 7 last the body 
of D. F. Obey, a general solicitor for the 
Prudential Life Instrance Company, W4s5 
found near a pudlic highway between 
Brooklyn, Ill., and East St, Louis. 

John Hoard, a negro living in Brooklyn, 
was arrested by Sergeant Welkobroski at 
7 o’cluck last night on information g:ven 
by Assistant State’s Attorney John Cc. Har- 
den, and is locked up at East Bt. Louis. 

Hoard confessed that the murder was 
committed for the purpose of robbery, and 
made a statement that it was planned by 
Burt Washington, a _ school teacher in 
Brooklyn; Henry Gaston, City Marshal of 
the village, and Addison King, who was 
serving us Street Inspector in East St. 
Louis. Washington, Gaston and King are 


negroes. 
The murdered man lived in Evansville, 


{nd., and was a _ prominent Knight of 
Pythias. About the first of June business 
called him to St. Louis. On the evening of 


une 6 he left St. Louis for Evansville. He

Obey’s body was found next mornin 
about twenty steps from the wagon roa 
in a clump of weeds, about 300 yards north 
of the Black Bridge, which spans Cahokia 
Creek near the National Stock Yards. A 
bullet had pierced his back, and he had 
fallen face downward, as if he were run- 
ning when he was shot. His watch and 
jewelry were found on his person, together 
with $6 in bills in the left-hand front pocket 
of his trousers. Suspicion attached to A4- 
dison King in connection with the mur- 
der, but he insisted that he drove Obey in} 
the buggy as far as the Black Bridge, when 
@ train near by scared his horse, and Obey 
jumped out. King said the horse became 
unmanageable, and he showed Obey where 
he could catch a street car, fifty yaras 
distant, and turned with his horse and 
buggy and went back to Brooklyn. 

e maintained that he never heard pistol 
shots, and his story was accepted by the 
authorities. After the Coroner’s inquest 
Obey’s body was shipped to Evansville anda 
buried. The officers of the Pythian Lodge 
believed that he had considerable money 
when he was killed. No attempt was made 
to show that it was suicide. 


According to John Hoard’s_ statement, 
sworn to before Justice James H. W yatt in 
East St. Louis last night, Burt Washing- 
ton left Obey with the woman and hunted 
up Hoard and Henry Gaston shortly 
after durk. He said: 

“Boys, there is a man out to my house. 
He is lost, and wants some one to show 
him the way out of Brooklyn to East Bt. 

vis. He has a roll of money. It looks 
like $300 or $400. I came after you to show 
him the way to East St. Louis, and you 
can take his money from him, -as he seems 
to be drunk. He has insulted Mrs. Moni- 
rose and I started to crack him for it. I 
want you to give him a good licking. I 
have got it fixed up with Addison King, 
the driver, how he is to take him to East 
St. Louis. Addison is to stop at the words, 
‘Halt! throw up your hands!’ as if he was 
afraid.”’ 

Hoard told how an attempt was made to 
ery Out the plan, and itwesulted in mur- 
er. 

“We walked down the county road towards 
East St. Louis as far ag the Clover Leaf 
track,’’ said he, “and then hurried back 
towards Brooklyn. When we got back as 
far as the Wabash track we met King and 
D. F. Obey in a buggy coming towards 
us. I had changed my mind, and walked 
past the buggy about five or ten steps. 
Gaston ordered them to halt and throw 
up their hands. King threw up his hands 
and the stranger jumped out on the left- 
hand side of the buggy and ran towards 
Bast St. Louts. 

“Gaston fired five shots in rapid succes- 
sion at him and ran him about twent 
steps. Gaston then stopped and came bac 
to me and said: ‘I could not catch him.’

I and Gaston went 
back and found Burt Washington in Brook- 
lyn at Griffith’s saloon and told him the 
reason we did not get any money. 

“Gaston said that I got scared and would 
not help, so he (Gaston) stopped the buggy 
and the stranger jumped out and Gaston 
shot to scare him, but could not catch

Cecil Rhodes and Associates Will Be 
Represented by Counsel. 


LONDON, Feb. 13.—The South African 
committee, at its first meeting, just held, 
granted the applications.of Messrs. Cectl 
Rhodes, Alfred Beit and Leonard Phillips 
to be represented by counsel, and it decided 
to notify the cable companies to destroy no | 
copies of cable messages between England 
and the Cape of Good Hope at the end of 
1895. It is expected that the examination 
of Mr. Rhodes will take place on Tuesday. 

In this connection, the old story of the im- | 
portant documents showing the existence 
of a dangerous intrigue between the Trans 
vaal and Germany, said to be in the pos- 
session of Mr. Rhodes, is revived. It was 
stated in December last, when Mr. Rhodes’ 
country house, near Capetown, was burned, 
that a desperate attempt had been made by 
Boer or other agents to thus destroy. the 
important documents. When this was sug- 
gested to Mr. Rodes, who was then in the 
field against the Matabeles, he is reported 
to have laughed and to have pointed to a 
black bag which he had with him, intimat- 
ing that the papers were safe. This mys 
terioug black bag is alleged to have beeh 
the object of his continua! solicitude while 
on his way to England recently. Dr. Jame- 
son and the chartered company will also be 
represented by counsel at the inquiry, and a 
Colonial Office attache wil! formally pro- 
duce the Cape Colony blue book. A .w.opy 
of the charter of the British South Africa 
Company will also be submitted in evidence 
by Mr. Rhodes. 

The evidence will deal entirely with the | 
circumstances of the raid into the Trans- | 
vaal, and not into the alleged maladminis- 
tration of Cape Colony. It is expected that 
the inquiry will last a couple of sessions.

But this 
amendment of Senator Martin to the box- 
ing section alone expressly provides that 
these contests must be had with gloves, 
weighing not less than six ounces each, 
and under circumstances that render the 
club giving exhibitions a financially respec- 
table body. I believe that with the restric- 
tions he has thrown around it, ge tees | in 
its highest and most useful form should be 
an adjunct to every ewe The pas- 
sage of this law will in a great measure 
stop the cellar and stable es ny so frequent- 
ly reported in the papers. ith such a law 
as the Senator has propeees such scenes 
would be impossible. herefore I am heart. 
ily in favor of it.’’

AS EVIDENCE. 


X-RAY’S FIRST APPEARANCE IN 
THE LAW COURT. | 


USED IN A DAMAGE SUIT. 


George Bastian Will Prove by Its 
Means the Dislocation of His 
Right Shoulder-Blade. 


-_-_— 


An X ray photograph of the right shoul- 
der of George Bastian, plaintiff in a $5,000 
damage suit for personal injuries, against 
the city and Alexander Young, Superintend- 
ent of the Evens & Howard Fire Brick Co., 
has been secured for use in the trial of the 
case. 

The case is set for March 8 in Judge 
Spencer’s division of the Circuit Court, and 
will furnish the first instance of the use of 
the X ray in litigation in St. Louis. It is 


proposed Lawyer James L. Hopkins, rep- 
resentin astian, to show to the jury by 
ocular demonstration the exact extent of 
the injuries for which ue iP suing. 

Bastian was hurt May 1805, while walk- 
ing along a plank sidewalk at mphrey

In 
the fall his right scapula or choulaaseiids 
was dislocated. 

To show such an injury is difficult uniess 
the bone can be exposed. This was out of 
the question while Bastian was alive, but 
Lawyer Hopkins determined to do it 
means of the X , He enlisted the 
vices of Dr. H. H. Mudd, Dean of the St.

The photograph shows the dis- 
location plainly by the elevation of the front 
part Of the joint at the shoulder, The suc- 
cess of the experiment is cons dered the 
more satisfactory owing to the depth of the 
tissue through which the ray had to pene- 
trate. It was necessary to use newly 
charged batteries and Crooke’s tubes of 
extra power.

MAKE: PAYMENTS IN GOLD. 


Such Contracts Are Contrary to Public Policy 
and Are Void.

Joseph ‘Wheless of St. Louis Contributes a Timel 
Financial Article to the American 
Law Review. 


An article which has attracted consider- 
able attention in legal and political circles 
is an argument on the “Validity of Con- 
tracts to Pay in a Specific Kind of Money,” 
by Mr. Joseph Wheless of the St. Louis 
Bar, contributed to the American Law 
Review, one of the leading law journals of 
the country. In this argument Mr. Whe- 
less maintains forcibly that contracts pay- 
able in gold are contrary to the legal ten- 
der laws and to public policy, and are law- 
fully payable in any current legal tender 
money of equal nominal value. As bills are 
now pending in the Legislature of Missouri 
apd of several other States, declaring such 
“gold clause’ contracts unenforceable in 
terms, but to be payable in either gold or 
silver legal tender at the option of the 


measures may and must operate. seriously 
on existing contracts,,and may not merely 
hinder, but relleve the parties to such con- 
tracts entirely from performance. It is, 
then, clear that the powers of Congress 
may be exerted, though the effect of exer- 
tion may be in one case to annul, and in 
other cases to impair the obligation of con- 
tracts.”’

DENNIS DEVOY EXPLAINS HIS 
PROTHONOTARY BILL. 


SURE IT WILL BECOME A LAW. 


Under Its Several Provisions the En- 
tire Justice of the Peace System 
Is Reformed. 


Dennis Devoy, author of the bill provid- 
ing a prothonotary for the St. Louis jus- 
tices of the peace, introduced in the Legis- 
lature Friday, returned from Jefferson City 


Friday night. 

He is confident the bill will become 4 
law. Its object is to establish a system of 
checks and balances over the judges in the 
collection of their fees. If carried out it 
awill completely reorganize the justice of the 


peace system. 

A supplementary bill will be introduced 
Tuesday, Mr. Devoy says, which will alter 
etill further present conditions, practically 
placing the justice courts on the same 
basis as the Circuit Court. The supple- 


ntar bill will provide, among other 
ines, "tor the collection of all the justice 
courts in one building, somewhere near the 
rt-house. 
iover since the old fee system as applied 
to Justices was abolished and they were 
laced on salaries of $2,500 a year the city 
as suffered a loss of thousands of dollars 
annually. Where many of the Justices made 
$15.000 a year each from their fees, the city, 
now that the fees are paid into the City 
Treasury, does not receive sufficient from 
this source to pay the salaries of the Jus- 
tices and their clerks. The deficit amounts 
to almost as much as a year’s income of 
one of the Justices under the old system. 

The fees provided for by law are the same 
as before. Litigation has increased rather 
than diminished, especially as the jurisdic- 
tion of the Justices has been extended by 
law. The proposition has been made that 
to make the courts self-supporting the fees 
should be increased.., 

It is generally conceded that the reason 
the courts are not self-supporting is that 
the fees are not collected. An increase of 
the fees, therefore, would not remedy the 
matter. There would be less_ likelihood 
than ever of their being collected. A more 
efficacious method would be to reduce the 
salaries of the justices and their clerks 
whenever they and their constables fail to 
turn into the treasury sufficient in fees to 
pay the expenses at their present rates of 
Salary. The clerk of the Circuit Court and 


Ais deputies receive their compensation on 
‘this basis. 


This suggestion has been made by those 
familiar with the workings of the justices’ 
courts who know that the fees are not col- 
lected because there is nothing to be made 
by popecting them and that there is a gen- 
eral desire for a return to the fat fee sys- 


tem. 

Mr. Devoy believes that the remedy pro- 
vided by his proposed enactment would 
prove even more efficacious. As to a reduc- 
tion of salaries, as suggested, his objection 
is that the Justices and Constables would 
exert themselves to make their salaries the 
firet few months and repose during the rest 
of the year. 

Having investigated the non-collection of 
costs in the Justices’ Courts, Mr. Devoy 

ave a Post-Dispatch reporter his explana- 

jon for the dereliction. 

“The Justices and their Constables,’”’ said 
Mr. Devoy, “are deliberately neglecting 
their duty.”

INSIST IT WAS SUICIDE. 


Police Not Pleased at the Verdict on 
the Stewart Case. : 


Police Captain Joyce of the Fourth Dis- 
trict is not a bit pleased that the Coroner’s 
jury came toa verdict that William H. Stew- 
art met his death at violent hands. The 
Captain had his men go carefully into the 
case before the inquest was held, and he 
says there are no grounds for vena | that 
the old man was assaulted ahd rob and 
then left to die in the rear of 1205 Washing- 
ton avenue. Nevertheless he has received 
word from Chief Harrigan on the strength 
of the verdict to resume his investigation 
of the alleged crime. 

The police say the Coroner’s jury returned 
such a verdict to avoid pep pie the 
Health Department.

Had a 
verdict of suicide been rendered it would 
have carried with it the intimation § that 
Stewart's ribs were broken by the Dispensa- 
ry physicians in their efforts to resuscitate 
the unconscious man when he was taken 
there just after yawned found. That such an 
accident were possible was admitted by Dr. 
Lippe of the Dispensary staff at the inquest, 
but catching a cue from Dr. Jordan, his 
chief, he retracted the statement. 


MONTANA BANK QUITS. 


The Merchants’ National of Helena 
Suspends. 


HELENA, Mont., Feb. 13.—The Mer- 
chants’ National Bank failed to open its 
doors this morning. A few minutes after 
10 o'clock the following notice was posted: 

“Persistent and relentless withdrawals 


have largely reduced the bank’s ava'‘lable 
resources, and to better protect depositors 
we deem it advisable to order a suspension 
of business for the time being. Signed, 
Board of Directors.” 

The suspension was a great surprise to 
the Helena public, as the bank was consid- 
ered exceptionally strong and conserva- 
tively managed. The last report of the 
bank, published Dec. 17, showed deposits of 
$1,550,000; loans, $1.260,000; cash and  ex- 
change, $462,000. The capital stock is $350,- 
000 and the surplus-$136,000. 

L. H. Hershfield, President, is the oldest 
and one of the most prominent bankers in 
the State, the firm of Hershfield & Bro. 
having been established in Helena in 1865. 
Hershfield is Chairman of the State Repub- 
lican Committee. He has always been con- 
sidered a sound financier and a man of 
strict integrity.

GRAIN MARKET REPORTS PLACE 
HER IN FIRST PLACE. 


TOO MUCH MANIPULATION. 


General News of the Trading in Wheat 
and Corn, With Gossip of 
the Exchange. 


St. Louis again led the markets of the 
country last week, prices being propor- 
tionately higher here than anywhere else, 
and the strength being almost wholly con- 
fined to May wheat. 

The spread on Saturday between St. Louis 
and Chicago climbed up to 10 cents when 
May sold here at 86% and reached 19% at 
the close after the break in Chicago. 

The strength in the local market is mainly 
due to the circulation of rumors of tre- 
mendous sales of cash wheat, and the rapid- 
ity with which our stocks are decreasing, 
although there were numerous crop dam- 
age reports, and new complications have 
arisen in the trouble between Greece and 
Turkey. 

The wheat in St. Louis is now in the 


hands of a few strong parties, but these 
holders seem inclined to let go as fast as 
the opportunity offers, and while they are 
talking bullish they still keep selling on 
the quiet. 

Chicago reported selling orders from Par- 
is and its market was inclined to be weak. 

The situation in the East is beginning to 
assume a threatening aspect and tends to 
stiffen prices somewhat, but the Eastern 
question has been used so often to bull the 
markets that traders are now giving it lit- 
tle attention. Cash wheat was not as 
strong in proportion as (May, and the mar- 
kets were decidedly weak, leaving St. Louis 
standing almost entirely alone. 

The export clearances of wheat and flour 
were disappointing, falling considerably be- 
low what was expected. California seems 
to have ceased to cut any figure as an ex- 
porter, and the prices at San Francisco de- 
clined considerably during the week. 


From a statistical standpoint, the situa- 
tion sf age to favor much high prices, but 
in reality the market is weak and is plainly 
manipulated. Experience has shown that 
a market which is bulled by a clique is not 
strong. The records do not show an in- 
stance where May wheat was successfully 
cornered or when the manipulators in such 
attempts made money, but at the same 
amen they cause many innocent investors to 
ose. 

European reports generally indicate that 
a better crop is now promised than we have 
had for several years. On this side the 
growing crop is in excellent condition, and 
most sections report a largely increased 
acreage. In California and on the Pacific 
slope there was a very large acreage planted 
and the largest crop on record is promised, 
The outlook for the Indian crop is much 
better than was anticipated, and it will 
again be an exporter this season. 

The latest news trom that country shows 
that instead of importing more wheat from 
this country, India is preparing to ship 
much of the California wheat, which was 
imported at the beginning of the famine, 
to England at a considerable loss. 

Argentine shipments from now on will 
be heavier. Chili, which is reported as 
having a banner crop, will soon begin to 
ship wheat, so all danger of a shortage in 
the world’s supply before the new crop is 
ready is now past. 

One of the weakest features of the market 
is the wide spread between the prices of 
May wheat in St. Louis and Chicago, our 
prices varying from 8 to “hie higher than 
those of the Windy City. July wheat is 
selling in Chicago at from % to %c higher 
than in St. Louis. Another notable feature 
is that May wheat is selling about 14%c 
over July in St. Louis, while the carrying 
charges all told are only about 3c difference 
between the two months. In Chicago May 
wheat is only selling about 4c over July, 
which is only a little more than the carry- 
ing charges. These conditions are not nat- 
ural and tend to prove that the present 
prices in St. Louis are the result of manipu- 
lation. 

Our stocks of wheat, it is true, are dwind- 
ling rapidly, but they are still a long way 
from the danger line. As long as there is 
no better demand for flour than there has 
been for some time, and our nyills are run- 
ning at less than half their capacity, there 
is little likelihood of a wheat famine. 

The offerings of good red wheat in this 
immediate vicinity are not sufficient to sup- 
ply the demand, but prices fluctuate more 
or less with the future market. This shows 
that cash prices are not as independent of 
the speculative prices as they were a short 
time ago. Thereceipts of wheat at prima- 
ry points last week show a considerable in- 
crease over those of the week before, and 
all sections of the Northwest report in- 
creased offerings. The milling demand in 
that section also is much smaller than usual 
at this time’‘of the year. It is therefore 
evident that we must look toa better foreign 
demand in order to maintain present prices. 
Cables show, however, that the markets 
abroad lack all the essential elemenis of 
strength and respond feebly to the advances 
on this side, so it is difficult to see how much 
better prices are to be had in the future. 
Chicago has been able for some time 
almost to regulate the prices tor the wor!d, 
and it is not likely that it will nuw turn 
over the reins to the few traders who con- 
trol the situation in St. Louis, especia'ly 
when the evidences of manipulation are so 
palpable. It is more than likely that before 
the season is over St. Louis will be com- 
pelled to come down to the Chicago basis, 
or at least narrow the spread consider- 
ably. 

There is no reason to doubt that there is 
more than sufficient wheat in fariners’ han‘s 
for seed requirements, and the stock in pub- 
lic and ovwrivate elevators is sufficient to 
meet any demands likely to be made upon 


em. 
Taking it into consideration present con- 
ditions look as {f July wheat would prove 
a good purchase and May wheat a sale, 


The corn market was dull and weak also, 
as the receipts continue very heavy. The 
week's export clearances were the largest 
so far this season, but speculation ‘s com- 
paratively light. The net loss on May 
corn for the week was %4@%c and on July 
%c. The loss for the week on cash corn 
was lec. 

The oats market throughout the week has 
been generally weak and unsettled, with 
a comparatively light export demand and 
little local demand. The loss for the week 
was 4c on cash and %c on May oats.

FLORIDA ORANGES UNINJURED. 


PEPE 8 Ps 
Surprising Growth of the United States 
Export Trade in Dressed 
Poultry.

It is not generally known that dressed 
poultry is now going direct to Europe from 
several of the Western States—Indiana, Tl- 
lino’s, Iowa and possibly others. No less 
than 17,000 packages were shipped last 
month to Liverpool, London and Glasgow. 

As those people are using our beef, there 
is no reason why they should not use our 
dressed poultry. The Star Union Line, one 
of the fast freight ‘lines penetrating the 


Western States, had five straight carloads 
during December for foreign markets—being 
taken direct to the steamers on arrival in 
New York. This new outlet for our poultry 
will give a new impetus to the industry in 
this country. When feed is so cheap and 
destined to remain so, the poultry output 
ean be doubled in a few years without much 
effort.

The receipts of poultry, both alive an 
dressed, have been quite liberal all week, 
and prices did not vary much. The current 
offerings of eggs were rather light and a 
stiffening of prices followed, with some ad- 
vance over the figures of the previous week. 
A good deal of inquiry and some nice orders 
came in from outside markets. Several of 
the big northern markets will doubtless got 
their orders filled here during the next five 
or six weeks. The general receipts will 
soon increase rapidly with the approach of 
spring weather. ae 

~ 

The Southwest, a horticultural journal 
published at Springfield, Mo., declares in its 
last issue that Southwest Missouri will ship 
to Northern and Eastern markets this com- 
ing season 400 car loads of strawberries, and 
that Northern Arkansas will ship nearly as 
many more... 

If 300 were given instead of 400 it would 
come much nearer the actual figures, as 
time will show. Last season it was pre- 
dicted that Sarcoxie, Mo., which ships more 
than any three points in the State outside 
of St. Louis County, would ship 175 cars, 
and Van Buren, Ark., equally prominent, 
the same number of cars. However, when 
the season was over it was discovered that 
both places had not exceeded the figures 
predicted for one of them. Estimates of 
this character are rarely as conservative or 
careful as the occasion demands. 

. 


The Florida crops, supposed to be almost 
ruined by the late cold snap, have after 
all suffered but little. The eda to the 
orange trees was trifling. The cabbage 
crop was nearly full grown and able to re- 
sist light frosts and the injury to the whole 
crop did not exceed 10 per cent. The to- 
mato crop suffered most and the loss is 
estimated all the way from 30 to 50 per cent. 
Only a small percentage of the strawberry 
crop was grown or nearly ripe. The gen- 
eral crop was set back about three weeks, 
a delay that may prove more beneficial 
than injurious. Some string-beans and peas 
were destroyed. Florida’s enormous pine- 
apple crop was not touched at all, being 
south of the frost line. The outlook in 
Florida at present is far from discouraging. 
Her orange crop of 700 cars has been bring- 
ing big prices everywhere, and the next 
crop is now almost assured. 

* * 7 


The California fruit growers who are con- 
gratulating themselves over their bright 
future—in the belief that the Florida orange 
trees have again been seriously damaged, 
should go slow. All the reports so far pub- 
lished by the trade journals of the Golden 
State are misleading, because not in pos- 
session of the facts as they exist. The big 
freeze South a month ago gave a new hupe 
to the California cultivators and an im- 
petus to orange growing. It would be safe 
to say that the state has already all the 
orange groves needed, or as many as will 
prove remunerative later on. If may be set 
down as certain that Florida will have this 
year at least double last year’s orange 
yield, or over 1,500 cars, and the following 
year considerably over 2,000 cars. The most 
reliable and conservative men in the state 
make this prediction, and the Californians 
should paste it in their hats for future 
reference. 


* - - 

The cabbage market is going against the 
boys right along. It ‘has been hard on in- 
vestors of late. Several cars came from 
California during the past week, disclosing 
losses to the receivers of $50 to $75 a car. So 
abundant are the offerings that it’s moving 
slow at the decline. The market has been 
declining instead of ate ge gtoneag, > The situa- 
tion is discouraging just now for the Florida 
shippers. However, the situation may be 
reversed within a week, although little re- 
lief can be expected 80 soon. 


The idea that they have been skating 
down in Texas lately is evidently erroneous. 
Reports that the blizzard devastated early 
vegetation and all early crops around Gal- 
veston and along the coast, were, it seems, 
exaggerated. Now comes circulars to the 
trade from one of the most extensive ear! 
vegetable growers in that section, with of- 
fice and headquarters at Galveston, offer- 
ing cabbage at $2 a crate delivered in St. 
Louis. The crates contain about 180 pounds. 
This gentleman declares he controls 100 cars 
of cabbage, that the crop in that section is 
fine and that the injury by the late freeze 
practically amounted to nothing.

The butter receipts in New York City for 
the year 189% were, according to the New 
York Produce Review, the largest on record. 
It appears that the total receipts were 2,- 


each, Strangely enough they had to go back 
to 1889 to find the next largest, 2,044,448. 
These figures included all intended for ex- 
port together with what passed through the 
city for other markets, but the bulk of it 
beionged to New York City. There was 
shipped out to foreign ports 317,689 packages, 
or about 17,000,000 lbs. The prices were 
mainly l4c to 20c ib. The egg receipts given 
by the same authority were also the largest 
on record—nearly 2,600,000 cases, showing 
also the lowest prices on record for the year, 
averaging 154%c dozen. 


The week was quite favorable for the sale 
and general movements of all kinds of pro- 
duce and perishables. The usual liberal 
display was made along the produce dis- 
trict. The order trade is growing, sapestas- 
ly orders for seed potatoes from the South- 
west. Shipments of this kind for the next 
few weeks will be large. ‘ 


There is an abundance of dilapidated 
cauliflower scattéred along the _  street— 
erated California stock—which hardly looks 
good enough for freight charges. It is a 
rather delicate article and can’t endure 
much delay or other mishaps in transit.

The export of American apples to foreign 
ports has now reached the surprising fig- 
ures of 2,400,000 barrels, and it looks at pres- 
ent as if the 3,000,000 mark would be reached 
before the crop of 189 its exhausted. It is 
true a’ good portion of these apples sold 
and netted only such prices as could be 
had at home, yet if no foreign markets 
were accessable to shippers the results at 
home would be awful to contemplate.

_Bverything in connection with Dan 
Stuart’s big fistic revival to be held in the 
shadows of the far-away Nevada Mountains 
is progressing in a manner most gratifying 
to all interested. The principals in the star 
event have already commenced their journey 
towards the setting sun, one making the 
trip continuously, the other under the guid- 
ance of canny Martin Julian, proceeding in 
a@ manner more leisurely, and gathering in 
the elusive coin by giving bag-punching and 
sparring exhibitions in prominent cities on 
the way. 

Training quarters have been provided for 
the boxers near the city where the ring 
will be erected, and everything necessary fo 
fitting them for the final struggle before the 
large crowd sure to be in attendancé has 
been, or will be, provided by the time they 
go into active training. Each fighter atmos 4 
more or less ring paraphernalia in his bag- 
gage and little time will be wasted in get- 
ting itin position and in active use when the 


location and buildings required for quarters 
are reached. 

According to the latest and most reliable 
reports, both men will not require the rig- 
orous course of training that has, asa rule, 
been a preliminary to all big fights hereto- 
fore. Seldom have two men been matched 
who are at all times in semi-training, and 
who need buta little toughening of the 
muscles and exercise to strengthen their 
wind, preparatory to their appearance in 
the arena. 

Corbett.was in this city a few weeks ago, 
and his physique was at that time the sub- 
ect of much favorable comment among ath- 
etes who saw him stripped and rubbed down 
after several] hours’ hard, active work, each 
morning in the hand ball court at the Pas- 
time Club-house. His skin was of the color 
that denoted perfect health, his muscles 
flexible, hard and wiry, his eye bright, and 
the quick shifty motions of his feet and 
lower limbs shewed that he had not lost 
one iota of the speed that has always been 
one of his essential strong points. Com- 
petent men, old-timers in the ring, added 
their evidence after witnessing his sparring 
exhibition, that if there was anything 
changed about Corbett the change was all 
in his favor, and that he was bigger, 
stronger, better in every way, than he has 
ever n during his career as the premier 
glove gladiator of the century. 

Much interest was taken in Corbett on this 
visit to St. Louis, on account of the persist- 
ent rumors that had reached here through 
the Eastern press in reference to his de- 
cadence. Many of his friends had begun to 
believe that while it might not be true that 
he was fast on the retrograde, the con- 
tinued insistence of the statements caused 
them alarm,and it was with feelings of gen- 
uine relief when his admirable showing in 

, person proved that if there had ever been 
any grounds for the etatement in the first 
place, they had altogether disappeared. In- 
etead of the slim, sallow wreck of a great 
athlete they were half prepared to see, he 
exhibited to them a splendid physique, in 
the best ot, Bayaicel training, and still en- 
dowed with all that marvelous speed, skill 
and endurance which is distinctively of 
Corbett, without the slightest sign or evi- 
dence of decay.

Since his arrival in America Fitzsimmons 
has met about all of the good men, and 
has demonstrated his superiority over them 
usually in battles of short duration. The 
peculiar architectural proportions of the 
Dingoland blacksmith have allowed him to 
fight in almost every class except feather 
weights and his opponents. have ranged 
from middle-weights to heavy-weights ‘n all 
shades: and degrees. He has toured the 
country meeting all comers and in the last 
six years in addition to his other battles 
has fourteen knock-outs on his record. 
They are: Dempsey, Abe Congle, ‘‘the 
Black Pearl,’’ Peter Maher (once), Jim Far- 
rell. Joe Godfrey, Jerry Slattery, Millard 
Zender, Jim Hall, Phil Mayo, Jack Warner, 
Frank Keller, Dan Creedon and Al Allish. 
He bested Peter Maher, Joe Choynski and 
Joe Dunfee. 

Notwithstanding this creditable record. 
Fitzsimmons, unlike Corbett, did not escape 
unscathed in all these battles. In fact, 
in two of them it looked like mere chance 
that he did not go out himself. In his first 
fight with Maher in New Orleans, when 
Peter was a raw Irish lad with a hard punch 
but no science, Fitzsimmons knocked the 
son of Erin down. Maher rebounded like 
a ball and gave the New Zealander a smash- 
ing soak on the chin that caused him to 
hang feebly on the ropes until the call of 
time sayed him. here are persons who 
were present at that fight who insist that 
Fitzsimmons’ popularity at that time in the 
Crescent City was so great) that the round 
was cut short forty seconds to save him 
from being finished by Peter. Joe Choyn- 
ski had him all but out in Boston, and Jim 
Hall outfought him up to the time when he 
tempted fate by poking out his chin for a 
mark for Robert. Joe Dunfee knocked him 
down in Syracuse, and a husky amateur by 
the name of Frank Kellar almost had him 
out one night in Buffalo. These instances 
are given to show that Fitzsimmons has 
been hit and hit hard in nearly every fight 
in which he has engaged. 

If you cannot hit a man, you cannot hope 
to knock him out, No one with whom 
Corbett has ever entered the ring has been 
able to put a glove on him when he d‘d 
not want them to. Peter Jackson, clever 
as he was, could not do it, and every time 
the mighty John L. Sullivan let loose one 
of his catapults Corbett was always out of 
its reach. Mitchell once knocked Sullivan 
down, but he could not land on the Cali- 
fornian, and neither could Kilrain, Me- 
Caffrey or in fact any one else who hag 
ever met him. These are some of the 
reasons why Corbett is the favorite in the 
betting, and should no developments of an 
unfavorable nature turn up, he will prob- 
ably enter the ring in Nevada on next St. 
Patrick’s day with about these odds in his 
favor. 


DAN HICKEY TRAINS FITZ. 


The Former St. Louis Boxing Instruc- 
tor Gives the Australian Points.

"Very few knew him, however, as Dan 
Hickey, prize fighter and winner of many 
battles in far away Australia.

Julian Laughlin, then President of the 
club, looked around for an experienced box- 
er who was not a tough and professional 
bruiser. Hickey was selected and given 
the position of instructor at the club. 

As the club was composed mostly of aris- 
tocratic young men, it was thought best 
not to let it be known that Hickey was a 
prize-fighter, although a very gentlemanly 
one, and accordingly he assumed the name 
of Davis. Under his tutorage man young 
men became experts in the “manly art,’ 
and in a few months the club was booming. 
This lasted until the lice shut down on 
boxing, and then the Pastime organization 
went to pieces. 

A short while after this Dan went East 
and when Fitzsimmons signed articles for a 
fight with Corbett, Dan joined his fellow- 
countryman, and now is busy at work show.

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Is hypnotism fraught with danger to the 
subject? 

Does it, when often repeated, affect both 
the physical and mental health? 

Can it produce lesion of the brain and 
disease of other organs, which may result 
fatally? . 

These are questions which are of vital in- 
terest in view of the proportions the fad of 
hypnotism has attained., Since the time of 
Mesmer the scope of the possibilities of 
hypnotism*® and hypnotic suggestion has 


vastly widened. 
It has been resorted to by physicians in 


place of opiates. Hypnotic suggestion has 
been set up as a defense in criminal ac- 
tions. In at least one case a murderer 
successfully urged the plea, while the al- 
leged hypnotizer who suggested the crime 
was convicted. ‘“‘Profesgors’’ of the art go 
about the country giving exhibitions as a 
means of earning a livelihood. Subjects are 
rendered rigid as in catalepsy, and while 
in that condition they support men on their 
bodies, which are supported only at the 
head and feet. Of late these professors 
have claimed to be able to keep their sub- 
jects asleep for a week. In some cases 
they have buried the subjects. 

In some instances the subjects have con- 
tended that it was a fake and that they 
were awake and ate and drank during the 
ordeal. But no amount of exposures serve 
to unsettle faith in hypnotism. That there 
are fakers in the business, whose “sub- 
jécts” aré accomplices is undoubtedly true, 
bit it has been demonstrated that there is 
such a thing as hypnotism: Scientists are 
agreed on this, In the meantime the expe- 
riments go right on and increase in num- 
ber. And not only those conversant in the 
art practice it, but rank amateurs dabble 


in it. 
The question of whether or not hypnotism 


is harmful to the subject has been raised

seriously at Jamestown, N. Y. On its deter- 
mination by qualified experts rests the an- 
swer to the question whether a _ negro 
named Spurgeon Young died from natural 
causes or whether death was caused di- 
rectly or indirectly by his being hypnotized 
at frequent intervals. If the latter is 
found to be the case, the hypnotizer may 
have to answer to a charge of manslaugh- 
ter. 

Spurgeon Young was a “subject” who 
traveled with a professional hypnotizer, 
and was regularly placed under the influ- 
ence. He died at Jamestown, and a Coro- 
ner’s jury was impanelled to ascertain the 
cause of death. The post-mortem developed 
symptoms of diabetes and of brain lesion. 

Then came the question to what exjtent, 
if any, the hypnotic influences had in pro- 
ducing thése symptoms. The Coroner was 
unwilling te express an opinion on so deli- 
cate a question. He decided to adjourn the 
inquest and obtain expert testimony, based 
on a hypothetical question to be submitted 
to well known specialists. He sent the 
question to Dr. Clark Bell of New York, 
President of the Medico-Legal Society. Dr. 
Bell sent copies of the question to other 
experts. Among others to Dr. C. H. Hughes 
of this city.

A SHIP MAY BE BORED 
THROUGH AND NOT SINK. 


A novel use has been found for the hum- 
ble cornstalk. That ordinarily peaceful 
vegetable product is to be used.in bloody 
war—not, however, as a weapon of offense, 
but of defense. 

Cornstelks are to be utilized as armor 
for battle ships to protect them against 
the guns of a possible enemy. They are 
prepared by a process which has been 
patented. The cornstalks are chopped fine 
ang pressed into a solid pulp, and it is 
claimed that with a coating of this  be- 
neath the steel armor no ship can be sunk, 
even thoagh bored through with solid shot, 
ripped open by torpedoes, or punched by 


rams. And, further, it is claimed for it 
that if a ship runs upon hidden rocks, and 
springs a leak, the cornstalk armor will 
promptly rome the hole. 

This marvel is to be accomplished by the 
simple action of the water. 

The water having once gained access to 
the cornstalk armor, which lies along the 
whole outside of the ship under a thin cov- 
ering cf steel, the vegetable packing swells 
so rapidly as to soon close the hole. Tests 
made by naval officers have shown that th's 
curious cornstalk packing, when once wet, 
swells with a force that is irresistible. 

The firm of Cramps, the great shipbuild- 
ers, has purchased the patents on this new 
process. 

Out up into huge slabs, like the steel ar- 
mor which is made at the Carnegie works, 
this vegetable substance will be loaded on 
freight cars, says the New York Journa!, 
and shipped from the agricultura! districts 
where corn is plentiful to the seaboard. 
There it will be packed and screwed into 
place in the sides of our new men-of-war.

A Plant That Will Not Die. 


Travelers in Bermuda and the West In- 
dies often bring back as a souvenir of their 
trip the leaves of an interesting plant of 
the houseleek family. It is known as the 
life nlant, and when the leaves begin to 
shrivel and fade they send out little shoots 
which in turn bears leaves that continue 
to grow and remain fresh and green for 
months. The leaves are about four inches 
long, rich green in color, and of a smooth, 
Wwaxen texture. If you take one of the 
leaves and pin it to the wall indoors, it will 
begin to sprout within three or four days, 
be it winter or summer.® At first the top 
portion of the leaf will begin to wither 
and shrivel up, and this is likely to continue 
until the upper half has lost its green edges, 
and in time, diminutive green leaves wll 
appear on these. These little offshoots 
will sometimes grow to be an inch long, and 
contain several pairs of leaves. The lim'‘t 
of their existence seems to depend upon the 
amount of heat and light they can obtain.

England clings to her old institutions 
When America years ago adopted the street 
car run by horses and mules, England clung 
to her buses. Stuffy, uncomfortabe, jolt- 
ing, cumbersome as they were, the Britisher 
would not acknowledge that the rail system 
was preferable. A few street railways, 
known as trams, were operated, but only 
a few, and surface travel was almost whol- 


ly monopolized by the bus, save for Lon- 
on’s underground railway. 

In the fullness of time the cable car re- 
placed the horse car, and was in turn su- 
perseded by the trolle ear, and all this 
time the Englishman clung to his bus. The 
Britisher is not filled with the consuming 
desire to ‘“‘get there’’ quickly which char- 
acterizes the American. Perhaps that is 
why, as a people, they live longer. The 
bus was good enough and fast enough for 
their fathers and it was good enough and 
fast enough for them, 

But now England is en ed in an at- 
tempt to keep up with the procession in 
a measure. hey have not given up that 
cherished institution the bus, but they 
are discarding the horse and applying other 
motive power. 

The accompanying picture shows the 
latest improvement in the auto-mobile bus, 
an electric double deck bus operated by 
storage batteries. The Englishman cannof 
give up the double deck idea, any more 
than he can the bus itself. The well kept 
streets, however, render the double decker 
much safer and more practical over there 
than on this side. The double deck serves 
a double purpose. It ves the outside 
passenger fresh air, and it preserves the 
idea of caste. The fare on top is cheaper 
and to an extent the same exclusiveness is 
‘preserved which finds expression in first, 
second and third class compartments in 
their railroad tra'ns. 

hen, too, the double-decker carries a 
bigger load. The one shown in the illustra- 
tion seats 4 passengers. In this country 
that would cut no ice. Take our St. Louis 
cars, for instance. They are forced to car- 
ry double the number they will seat. But 
we are a long-suffering people, and we seem 
to lack the power to pass ordinances, or en- 
force them if passed, to compel carrying 
companies to Observe a limit in crowdin 
cars.
